National Mandarins have exoressed a willingness

As a 
Naive key employee who had Just been uperaded by 
$200. per month put its "Yea, you give ma who do 
not nead {t, $200 a month more but why don’t you 
do sumthing for those poor $2.50 per hour people 
who really need help?” This of course points to 
the real crux of the matter. Is 1t not a lot 
cheaper for the capitalist ciass to "upgrade" a 
few people $200 per month than to give a $100 ver 
month increase to: say» 000 workers? Is this 
not a clever attempt to Duy off the articulate at 
the exoense of those who are less so? Do these 
tyoes of unions not serve the capitalist more than 
the workers? Are not all af them heading in a 


similar direction? 


Another item that needs socialist consideration 
1s the subsect of money and trade union positions. 
Socialists are occasionally heard saying that aii 

the movement needs 18 more money to propagate 13 
1s¢@as. Now 1t would mot be too difficult for 
uNLON members with a@ eood foundation of socialist 
knowledee to work themselves into union pos1t10ns. 
From these positions 1t would not be too diffi- 
cult to "persuade" those who are granted certain 
business contracts to “donate” to the Socialist 
Party of Canada. Any socialist might get an 

initial chortle over oane-upping the capitalist 
Class an this manner. Neither should anyone 
suffer any moral indignation over this. But hold 
on. There are clenty of anti-working class ele- 

ments that have anose for this kind of thine.

To do this most have to set! their ability some- 
where. So why not as paid union officiais? The 
answer to this wills eat all times, dedend uean 
the cparticular odor in the area of concerr out a 
@0ood rule of thumb for ail socialists to acvnly iss 
Am I putting myself in a position or building an 
economic foundation under myself that makes my 
socialist princioles vulnerable to bribper brutal - 
1ty or blackmail? Aithough it is not directiy 
linked the present subject of unions« socialists, 
especially speakers» would do wel! to aepty the 
same rule of thumb in their social! life especial- 
ly in regard to alcohols dru@s and sex. In other 
words avoid exoosure to social behavior that ve- 
sets the mores (whether valid or invalid? of the 
working class to the degree that it interferes 
with the dissemination of socialist ideas. This 
1s Not a matter of morality it is a matter of 
necassity. Socialists are note and should not 
becomes puritans. It 1s sust that in ideoloica! 
warfare the soldiers of socialism cannot afford to 
be weak. 

Convention it 18 be-

8. Theat this emancipation must be the werk ef the werking class 


G. Theat as the machinery ef government, including the armed 
ferces of the nation, exists only te canserve the monopoly by the capitalist 
clasa of the wealth teken from the workers, the working clase must 
orgenize consciously end politically for the conquest of the powers of 
government, in order thot this machinery, including these forces, may be 
ceaverted from an instrument ef oppression into the agent of emancipation 
and the overthrow of plutocratic privilege. 


7. Thet es political parties ara but the expression of class interests, 
and as the interest of the working class is diametrically opposed te the 
interests of all sections of the master class, the party seeking working 
cleans emancipation must be heetile to every other perty.
